from here, and were extremely weak. 


PITCAIRN: TDXB has confirmed that Betty 
Reich, WD9GQV, left the Chicago area May 1, 
headed for Pitcairn. She is the only radio 
amateur in a group which left California on 
a 118-ft sailing yacht. There will be stops 
at the Galapagos and Easter Island, but 
Betty was unable to get licenses for those 
two islands before she left. She will sign 
VR6BR from the home of VR6KY Jun 4 to about 
Jun 18. QSL to WD9GQV. 


CAROLINES: Jim and Kirsti Smith, VKONS/NL, 
rumored planning a visit to both West and East 
Carolines later this summer or in early Fall. 


SAN FELIX: latest word on this rumor of a 
June operation from CEGX is that both Chileans 
and Americans are involved, but as of May 20 
they had neither landing nor operating permis- 
sion. 


DXCC NEWS 


HONOR ROLL listings appear in June QST; re- 
member that henceforth the Honor Roll will 
appear only once a year, in June, with dead- 
line for submission of QSLs to Newington 
coming every March. 


The 1984 Mixed Honor Roll contains almost 
1340 callsigns! Here are some astounding 
comparisons: just one sunspot cycle ago, in 
September, 1973, there were 472 Mixed Honor 
Roll listings. In October, 1979, just after 
we began writing IDXB, the Mixed listings 
had increased to only 540. 


In the very beginning of DXCC, only one or 
two operators occupied the "top spot" on the 
Honor Roll; they had not nearly worked all 
possible DXCC countries, they just had more 
than anybody else. After all these years 
the top spot is now reserved for those who 
have worked them all. In 9/73, 42 DXers were 
on top with 320 current countries. By 10/79 
top spot listings had increased to 70, and 
the current countries total was 319. Since 
then, Bajo Nuevo, Okino Torishima, Serrana 
Bank, and the Kamaran Islands have been de- 
leted. The number of DXers listed in the new- 
est Honor Roll having all 315 countries is... 
are you ready?...262! 


The above leads us to moves afoot to create 
some new DXCC counters. The DX Advisory Com- 
mittee will be voting again on the Pribilof 
Islands sometime this year. Voting is cur- 
rently underway on two possible "new" ones: 
4U1VIC at the Vienna International Center 
and on Baker and Howland Islands. Last year 
a treaty was signed giving American Phoenix 
(Canton Island) to the new nation of Kiri- 
bati. As a result, the DXAC is considering 
deleting the DXCC listing for "Baker, Howland 
and American Phoenix," and then adding a "new" 
one: "Baker and Howland." 


The "new country" would not be officially 
added to the DXCC list until an operation took 
place (Peter I island is currently in the 
same sort of limbo). The Northern California 
DX Foundation, which is pushing for the DXCC 
change, is known to be intending to be the 
first group to operate from the "new one."

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TAIWAN BVQAA EXPEDITION

DUE TO personal problems, Lars, 
not join the BVGAA expedition, 
OH2BH, and I were left. 
April 16, while Martti first travelled to the 
USA and Japan. Tim Chen, BV2A/B, and two mem- 
bers of the Chinese Radio Association (CRA) 
picked me up from the airport and helped me 
with Customs. Tim arranged all the formali- 
ties with Customs in advance, and therefore I 
spent only two hours at the airport. 


SM@GMG, could 
so only Martti, 
I arrived on Monday, 


Tim also arranged an apartment on top of a 
12-story building for us; it was the same as 
used by the Italians last year (see TDXB Oct 
1983 -ed). In the living room of the apartment 
were two desks, decorated with out national 
flags. CRA member Steven Liu became our station 


manager and helped us in putting up the antennas, 


buying food, and was our guide in Taipei. He 
also served as translator. 
After my arrival at the station, I put up a 


18AVT (10-80 M vertical) by moonlight and at 
1420Z I made the first QSO. The operation 
started with good propagation to Europe. The 
next morning Tim told me that 40 Meters would 
be allowed but only on 7001 KHz. Many JAs 
were, of course, worked on 40 Meters, but also 
a lot of W6s. VKs and ZLs, as well as other 
Ws were worked on 40, but Europe was a prob- 


lem. A pirate has used the BV@AA callsign on 
7001 KHz and there was a lot of QRM there, too. 
On Wednesday, April 18, Martti, OH2BH, ar- 


rived from Tokyo with the newest Yaesu equip- 
ment with him...two FT757GX transceivers and 

the FL2100Z. Further, he had a TH2MK3 beam 

and rotator. At the end of the day we had the 
beam operational, together with a second station 
It was clear that the beam, at approximately 

40 Meters high, worked very well. We used the 
FT757GX and the FL2100Z mostly with the beam for 
SSB, and the IC740 and GLA1000B with the 18AVT 
for CW. 


During our week there, we had difficulties 
working the east coast of the USA but during the 
weekend conditions to that part of the world im- 
proved. During his stay in Tokyo, Martti asked 
Michio, JAIMIN, to join us. He agreed, but we 
were not sure if he would get permission to op- 
erate BVGAA. Michio arrived Friday, April 20. 
Tim Chen had arranged a dinner party for us 
with the people of the PTT, and many others sho 
have to give their permission for operation. 
Michio got his operating permission at that time 
The operation ended April 23 at 0240Z, with 
12,500 QSOs.

We had a meeting with the officer of the PTT 
who gave the permission for our operation, and 
we we were also interviewed by the biggest news- 
paper in Taiwan and by the local radio station. 
Two significant "firsts" for this operation were 
permission for 40 Meters and a "BV" callsign for 
non-nationals. From now on, BV@ callsigns will 
be used for special occations, so the next visi- 
tor will probably sign BVOAB. Only requests 
from "groups" will be considered. U.S. Senator 
Barry Goldwater (K7UGA) just visited Taiwan, and 
was asked if a group of American amateurs would 
like to come to Taiwan for an operation in Oct- 
ober of 1984,

Taiwan's only licensed amateur is Tim Chen, 
who started in 1939 as XU6A and later was C3YW 


in 1946. He began his BV2A operations in 1959, 
and also got BV2B, for 20 Meters SSB only, in 
1974. In 1983, BV2A was moved to Kaohsiung 


(southern part of Taiwan), and Tim signs BV2A/@ 
from there. BV2B is still located in Taipei. 

Two years before BV2A came on the air, in 1957 
the Chinese Radio Association was founded. The 
CRA has about 4000 members, most of whom are in 
the professional branch. Incidentally, BV2A/@ 

is active currently only on Wednesdays and Thurs- 
days. 


As a result of our operation, a third station 
is expected to come on the air very soon, perhaps 
this month, signing BV2C. The operator will be 
one of the CRA members, and the station will be 
located at the building from which BVQAA operat- 
ed. For BV2C, we left the FT757GX and FL2100Z, 
plus the beam (which was donated by the North- 
ern California DX Foundation). Visiting groups 
will be able to operate from this station
